ing several state billingual education 
requlrements. 

The federal Ofce of Civil Rights 
recently found the Oakland School 
distrlct in violation of several bi- 
lingual education reqtuirements， 
Such as fallling to implement a bi- 
lingual master plan and not provid- 
ing equal educational opportunities 
forlimited-English-proficient (LEP)

Jackson also represents the first 
Serious foray by a person of color 
into the presidential political proc- 
ess. Because of what he himself has 
gone through，we as minorities do 


not need to explain to him how 
alijenated we Sometimes feel in OUr 
Own country, how powerless we feel 
to _ make the very declislons that 
affect our lives. 

He understands that，and has 
been able to inspire countless num- 
bers of people to enter the political 
arena With him 一 people who never 
before thought they would be run- 
ning as delegates，reglsterlng toO 
vote, encouraging others to vote，OF 
campalgnling for anyone running for 
Presldent. 

Jackson and hls positions have 
instilled hope in many' people abonut 
the_ countrySs willingness to deal 
honestly and serlously with ethnlc

Davis Inquiry 
Urged by CAA 


Dear Editor: 

Three Asians have been killed 
in the town of Davis，California in 
the jlast year. While there is no 
evidence that two of the deaths 
WwWere Tacially motivated，Asians in 
Davis are concerned about the vio- 
lence and have requested an investi- 
gation of all three deaths. 

Patricia Fong, a former Chinese 
for A 和 rmative Action (CAA) staff 
membern alerted CAA that a cllmate 
of fear exists in Davis” Aslian com- 
Iunlity. Ms. Fong ls a law student 
at UC Davis and works with a 
group called the Coalition of Asians 
for Equal Rights. She has asked the

clty of Davils to conduct a“Vigorous 
and thorough investigation”of the 
three deaths. 

The violence began last year 
when Thong Hy Huynh, a Vietnam- 
ese Student at Davis High School， 
Was allegedly stabbed to death by a 
white student. 

Nail-Yan Li1, 49, afioted scholar 
from the People's Republic of China， 
was run Over by a car last February. 
T 工 he most recent death occurred on 
May 4，when Tzieh-Tsao Luo，a 
doctoral Student from Taiwan，was 


stabbed to death near his apart- 
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any more US ald. 

In_ terms of Strategy，Jackson 
must mnake a Strong Showing ln the 
Primary race in order to have the 
Democratic leadership pay serlous 
attention to the planks that make 
up his platform, planks which many 
Asian Paciftc Americans have had a 
hand in preparing for him. 

If he fails to make a good show- 
ing, minorities will havelosta prime 
opportunity to force party leaders 
to make or agenda an integral part 
of iper agenda. The more votes 
Jackson gets，the more bargalining 
Power he will have， 

Admittedly, howeverm it is high- 
ly unlikely that Jackson will get the 
nomination，and even if he did, he 
cannot beat Reagan， 

CONTENDER 

Thlis discussion now brings Us 
to why Senator Hart is such a strong 
contender in oOUIL Presidential en- 
dorsements. Hart, though relative- 
ly new to Asian Paciftc American 
concerns，has always taken a con- 
Sistently Strong Position in SUpPport 
of special needs of another ethnlc 
mlnorlty group with whoim we have 
much in common，Hispanlcs， 

That group has formed a large 
Part of hls state constituency，and 


hlis views have refected their Per- 
spective _ through his advocacy of 
civil rights，bilingual education， 
and minority-owned business，and 
through his vigorous opposition to 
the Simpson/Mazzoll Immlgration 
bill. 

These are needs that fow easily 
into the Asian Pacifc American 
community， and Hart and his sta 仁 
have clearly Shown thelr under- 
standing of，and sympathy to，oOUI 
concerns as Well. 

Unfortunately for the senator， 


however，bhis_ chances for winnling . 


the Democratic nomination have 
diminished since he peaked in the 
earlier Primaries.， While a strong 
showing in thls state can help him 
tremendously，it Seems likely that 
Mondale still has the edge. 
”Thus，a vote for Hart at this 
polint could help him win the state， 
but not the nomination , 
DEFEAT REAGAN 

And unfortunately for the 
Democrats, it is Hart who has been 
shown in the polls to be the one 
Imost likely to defeat Reagan in the 
final elections this November. 

While we generally agree with 
Hart Supporters who say voting for 
Jackson is Symbolic，we want to 
Stress the following: it 1s Symbolic 
only in _ regard toO hls chances of 
winning the nomination; lt 1Ss MO 
symbolic in the fght to affect the 
Democratic party Platform . 

Had the delegate couUnt between 
Hart and former Vice-preslident 
Mondale been closer, 无 ast/ Wesi 
Imight have had to come up with a 
different endorsement based on po- 
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litical considerations. As it js, how- 、 


ever，wWe Imust go for Jackson over 
Hart, but only by a little. 

Interestingly enough，SsUpPpoOrt 
for Mondale was only lukewarm， 
Though the candidate of malinstream 
traditional Democrats, Mondale did 
not do much to excite US. 


FEW GAINS 

He ls too closely identified with 
Jimmy Carter (whose tenure as Pres- 
ident resulted in few gains for Asian 
Pacific Americans) and he espouses 
3a Protectionlst Position for lnter- 
national trade. 

While Mondale has Se Te- 
ferring to Japan in his remarks 
about the economy war becatse, 35$ 
hls Asian Pacifc American SuUPPOTIt- 


_ers pointed out，that kind of talk 


leads to backlash against Japanese 
Americans and other Asians，he 
nevertheless favors a domestic-con-= 
tent bill. 


The Carter/Mondale team was ， 


also the one which spawned the 
Select Immlgration committee that 
has given us the Simpson/Mazzoli 
bill. 


At the final election，where the 
fght is likely to be Reagan Vs. 
Mondale，csr/Test will probably 
Support Mondale. Howeverm We feel 
it is Important now for minorities to 
Show where oOUIT concerns lie and 
what lssues are Important to Us. 

A vote for Jackson on June 5 
will force Mondale and the other 
traditional Democratic leaders to 
listen to Us，to _ become sensitive 
to ouUr issues，and to respond to

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Honig Promises Support for 
Educational Reform Programs

OAKLAND =- Before an audi- 
ence of about 300 primarily Asian: 
American educators and parents， 
the state's top education adminis- 
trator pledged to continue a strong 
ght to secure funding suffcient to 
Imeet the demands of Special reform 
”programs for Caifornia schools. 

Citing the high level of support 
from the business，general and eth- 
nic communities for what he re- 
，Ppeatedly described as“quality”edu- 
cation, SuUperintendent of public in- 
Struction Bill Honig stated，“We 
need a Second year of fnding for 
continued reform 2” 

REFORMS 

While some of the reforms are 
geared toward upgrading the stan- 
dards of the entire school system， 
others address specifc needs of the 
Asian American community，said 
Honig. 


He vowed to_ devote “Special 
reSOUrces to help Students acquire 
English skills2” Honig told 已 cswWTWFesr 
that he believed it was important 
for newcomer children to “learn 
English to survive in this Society.2?” 

When asked about what ap- 
Proaches he supported for teach- 
ing English, the superintendent re- 
plied that he liked to retain“fexi- 
bility'”and thus supported bilin- 
gual education，newcomer centers， 
immersion programs and English 
as a Second language coUTrSesS. 

With about 400,000 students in 
Deed of language assistance, noted 
Honig, California is a“leader in the 
country ”when it comes to English 
acqulsition prograins.

The Chinese culture and written 
language have been around for a 
long time. Through the years，Chi- 
nese characters have changed in 
many ways: reduction or addition 
of strokes or whole parts，revers- 
ing of components. In Some cases， 
the style and appearance of one 
periods writing may be completely 
different from those of another pe- 
riod. Some characters have even 
lost their original meanings. 

One such character is “page: 
Originally，it_ had the meaning of 
“head… The top two strokes repre- 
sent hair. The middle portion is the 
character "eye"a squared-off eye- 
ball drawn vertically.

OBSTACLE 
Bernal asked Eu what was the 
number one obstacle in her path to 
becoming the frst woman,， and the 
first Asian American，to be elected 
to the position of California secre- 
tary of state. 
Eu replied, “Actually at the time 
I_ began politics，I think being a 
woman Was Imore of an obstacle 
than being an _ ethnic. I can recall 
very vlvidly when I was elected to 
the State Assembly，there was one 
woman at the ytate Assembly at 
that time, and [then] I came along. 
“The attitude of most of the 
men in the Assembly at that time 
wWas， What are you doing here? 
Why don't you stay home and wash 
dishes” and that sort of attitude. 
You really had to work hard to show 
them that you belonged in this po- 
litical arena”Eu recalled . 
However she had noticed there 
has been an attitudinal change 
toward Asians Over the years. 
LARGER NUMBERS 
“When T started out 25 years 
ago, there weren't that many Asians 
..They [the public] see me more 
as an ethnic today than they did 
when I frst started out:”observed 
the state offhcial. “Before，it was 
more as a woman than an _ ethnic . 
Now they see memore as an ethnic2” 
Asian imimigrants have also Un- 


dergone an attitude change whlich 
has contributed to them becomling 
more active politically, noted Ed. 

“The “old timers”had 'an attl- 
tude, “We are here temporarily and 
will eventually return home，Ss$ald 
guest Lily Chen，mayor of Mon- 
terey Park. 


“Now there's a big change in 
attitude: “We're here to Stay We 
want to be a part of the American 
Iainstream >? 

“And one of the ways to become 
a part of the mainstream>2” asserted 

Chen' is to participate in the political 
process. So, theres a growing awWare- 
ness and SensltiVity.?” 

Voter registration， for example， 
has become a prime objective in the 
communlty.“There's a tremendous 
effort taking place throughout the 
State of California to _ educate Asian 
Americans about the voting process 
because in the Asian countries where 
the Immlgrants come from，there's 
not a voter reglistration process”Said 
Chen. 


Attorney William Tan discussed

SAN FRANCISCO 一 A docu- 
mentary flm that began as a study 
of two Chinese American Pioneers 
:in rural Eastern Oregon has evolved 
into something different, according 
to _ the Project's producer，Fred 
Hutchison. 

About two years ago，Hutchi- 
son began raising money for a docu- 
mentary on Ing .Hay，the so-called 
“China Doctor”of John Day，Ore- 
gon; and his business partner and 
life-long friend，Lung On. (CE/W 
10/6/82) 

Hutchison was interested in how

Dr Ing Hay used his knowledge of 
Chinese medicine to prosper in the 
White Society of Oregon in 1887. 
Part of the flm was to show the 
reactions of Visiting professors from 
the People's Republic of China as 
they toured_ the historical Places 
connected to the two ploneers， 

This concept has changed. In a 
recent interview with 巨 asi/ TYest， 
Hutchison Said the extraordinary 
responses he eliclted from the visit- 
Ing Chinese Scholars have given him 
the ldea to make them the focus of 
hls flm instead . 

“ItS ， become a_ better project 
than [Ithought: he said,“The Chi- 
Dese Scholars were a Stroke of gen- 
ius. They maketheflm come alive> 
sald the producer，who has had 25 
years of experience in flm and 工 V 
in Los Angeles and New York. 

The seven scholars were ex- 
change students from Guilin Teach- 
ers College. They had fnlshed their 
year of study at Lewis and Clark 
College in Portland，so they were 
free for a week in the Summer of 
1983 to participate in Hutchison's 
Project. He pald them $100 each for 
their time. 

HAND-DUG 

They not onlytoured the“China 
Doctor” historical Site，the 开 am 
Wah Chung Museum in John Day， 
Oregon, but they also visited places 
in Eastern Oregon where the Chi- 
nese mined gold，worked as cow- 
boys and hand-dug the famous El 
Dorado Ditch，a 130-maile Project 
that at one time employed 1,000 
Chinese. 

“The Chinese digging that ditch 
were pald $1 a day” Hutchison 


noted.“They had to dig 10 feet a 
day or they would be fired. It was 
Six feet wide at the top and four feet 
wide at the bottom and about four 
feet deep. The ditch was made to 
SuppPly water to ahydraulic mine… 

“The flm has now become a 
look at the Chinese Immigrant exX- 
berience in the West through the 
eyes of Seven Chinese Scholars. 
couldhavefilmed it anywhere where 
the Chinese settled. If I had had 
$300,000;, TI would have taken them 
all over Oregon，Washington and 
Idaho2” 

Hutchison has shot over 28,000 
feet of footage and raised about 


 $34;000 of funding. The two larg- 


est grants Were from' the Oregon 
Commilttee for the Humanlties 
($14,915$) and from Cliticorp Inc. 
($17,811). 

DISAPPOINTED 

He ls disappolinted ,that only 
$5S0 was contributed by the Chinese 
American communitv. He still needs 
another $27;000 to_ complete the 
flm，which has a working title， 
“The Golden Mountalin， 

In one part of Eastern Oregony, a 
narrowW-gauge railroad ls Still in ex- 
istence with an old steam engine on 
the tracks. The scholars were al- 
lowed to lay track by hand on week- 
ends to get an ldea how hard the 
Chinese pioneers worked in the old 
\NWest. 

Persuading the scholars to ride 
horses proved at first very difhcult. 
“Only one volunteered，Hutchlison 
said.

Upset the Scholars, Hutchison intro- 
duced historical claims that the Chi- 
nese doctor and his friend used and 
sold opium and that Dr Ing Hay 
didn?"t send money back to China to 
relatives In _ need . 

The Chinese Scholars were angry 
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that opium was even mentioned 
in the documentary.、 According to 
Hutchison, they said,“You have no 
proof [that Dr Hay used and sold 
opium]. Wewould preferyou didnt 
talk about this. 

They also defended the doctor'S 
not sending money home by Saylng 
that many Chinese were Unable to 
send money back. 

It turned out that one of the 
Scholars was actually related to Dr 
Ing Hay. None of the scholars want-
